Halifax, N. S. Oct. 0— Dalliouslc 
University will debiitc with the Uni 
ver.'^ity of Alberta sometime dufing 
the month of Xovembor, according. to 
an announcement made here today. 
Instead of the usual oral debate, how- 
ever, the arguments will be carried on 
In a novel way, tluxjUjgh the columns 
of the Gazette, student newspaper at 
Dalhousie, and the Gatï'îm^^'ïmder- 
gr.'iduate journal of Alberta.. The sub- 
ject of the debate deals with the ad- 
visl.'iblity of retaining the compulsory 
element in university lectures. 

There will be two debaters on each 
team, one of whom may possibly be a 
woman, though this Is by no means 
certain. These, according to the an 
nouncemcnt, shall be persons who 
combine "debating ability with jour 
nalistic skill."' The full text of the 
resolution is Resolved, That compul 
sory attendance at university lectures 
Is In the best Interests of the student 
body. The affirmative of Ihi» rc- 
Koluiion w ll be upheld'"by the Albcrt- 
ans. 

The text of the debates will appear 
simultaneously in the two students 
paperK, with the Alberta leader mak- 
ing the start. 

When the "speech" reaches Dal- 
housie both papers will print It. 
Dalhouslc's leader will have two days 
to mall Alberta a return speech, which 
will .'n turn appear In the two papor.s. 
The second Alberta, debater replie.s 
Then the second ' Dalhousian. The 
Dalhousie rebuttal will follow. Al- 
berta's rebuttal will complete the de- 
bate. TJie Judges, who will probably 
be the éditons of the Canudinn col- 
lego publications, will then give Ihoir 
decision .

And because we know that we must 
have this reading done before a certain date or for certain tests, 
the reading becomes a task and not, as it should, a- pleasure. 
We wend our weary way after lectures, or some evening when 
there is nothing better on, over to the library and spend an hour, 
hardly ever more, going through the assigned readings;]ïLiThén 
when the bitter pill has been taken, we rush right down- to the 
Union for a gamé of billiards or to the Pig for a deep apple pie. 

The average student goes to the library only to read his 
^assignments, and having read them, leaves immediately. He has 
ffgeenlnothing of the wonderful collections on other topics filling 
the shelves of the Main Reading room. Books on History, Tra- 
vel, and Biography; Psychologj', EconomicB>^ and Philosophy line 
the walls but to him they are only assignments that poor beg- 
gers have to read. 

In this a^itude he is passing up a wonderful opportunity to 
better himself. An hour browsing among the books because he 
enjoys it is better than two hours of reading because he .has to. 
This i.s not meant at all to criticize the custom of giving a ]i.st of 
assignments to read, that is necessary. If the student is to 
gain a thorough knowledge of thé subject under study he must 
read certain standard works which are the results of the investi- 
gations and researches of great scholars and students. But he 
should not realrict himself to these Ixtoks. "No man can be truly 
educated or successful in life unless he is a reader of good 
books," Benjamin Franklin tells us. 

, Know your library then. Spend an hour of two occasionally 
looking over its shelves. -Cultivate the habit of rejading works 
6n worthwhile subjects. Time spent under the influence of great 
;'.bo.oks is time well spent.

Reviews Felicitations

Tills annlvcrsnry of Dr. Butler's 
tenure of the presidency for a quar- 
ter of !i century does not, howovor, 
represent the entire 'period that ho 
has been roniiectcil with the adminis- 
trative nffnirs of the University.

In honor of jho occasion Dr. Butler, 
at the request of tho editors of the 
Alnninl News, has prepared iin nnnl- 
versary Htatcmcnl for the. publication. 
"It Is difficult to understand", said Dr. 
Butler, "wliy twenty-five j-ears should 
seem a more significant period than 
one of twenty-four or of Iwerety-six, 
but tho fact that it is so will not be 
disputed." 

"One who compares the .state of tho 
University iwuiity-llvc years ago with 
its slato today," he continued, "will 
get some measure ot the steady pro- 
gress that has been made in carrying 
to completion plans of organiaallon 
and work that are now some forty 
years old." 

Rofcrrlne to the growth of many 
Institutions of higher learning In 
haphazard fashion as a result of 
such Influences as geographical loca 
lion and amount of endowment, Dr. 
Butler called Columbia "one of the 
few Instructions that is modeled upon 
a deflnlto plan of organization and 
work, which plan has hod tho enthu- 
siastic' support of a great and grow- 
ing company of scholars for a long 
generation of men." 

Principles Unaltered 

"The ideals of scholarship and 
ser\-lce," he stated, "have Ijecn per- 
sl.-itontly pursued, and the VUnlypr- 
slty'K great national and international 
influenco and repute ore due chiefly 
to that fact. Experience has Indicated 
through years wlicro improvements 
in organization or in administration 
could be made hut the underlying 
principles upon which tho University 
resta are avo unaltered and untouch 
ed."
